It will be seen that the town debt has been decreased 
less the past year than years heretofore. This is ac- 
counted for, partly by the loss of the Streeter bridge, 
last winter; partly by sale of the Town farm for $1200., 
which has always stood in the available resources at 
$1600. The amount expended’ in roads and bridges has 
been nearly $1300., besides all the tax expended in la- 
bor, which is $2,250 more, making in all nearly $3,550. 
For all ordinary repairs of highways and. bridges, it is 
belived that $1500. in money, laid out under the direc- 
tion of good agents, will give better roads than we have 
had under the present management. Will it not pay to 
try it one year.

Your superintendent has attended to the duties 
of his office and would respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing report: — 

I have visited nearly every term of school twice; 
once near the begining and again near the close. 
At these visits I have endeavored to ascertain how 
I might be of assistance to teachers and scholars, 
and have made suggestions as I thought necessary. 

At the commencement of the summer schools I| 
introduced a system of ranking. -This has been 
readily adopted by the teachers, and has given 
good satisfaction to scholars and parents. A 
proper system of ranking prompts the scholar to 
give proper attention to each of his studies instead 
of concentrating his efforts on one branch. Italso 
tends to keep the teachers attention and efforts 


¢ 
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properly appointed to each class and pupil. Fur- 
ther, it affords the parents an opportunity to see 
the standing of their children weekly. 

After examination of the speller which has been 
used in the Village schools, I adopted it for the 
town, and it has been introduced in all the districts 
excepting Mink Pond and Georgeville. The pub- 
lishers allowed ten per cent. on all money received 
in exchanging. This percentage has in part com- 
pensated me for the ranking cards. 

The Cole district has repaired their school house 
at an expense of over $200, and it is now a first 
class school-room. 

Salmon Hole district is suffering for more school 
room. It is next to impossible to have as good a 
school as they ought with their prassnt nUpORD of 
scholars and accomodations. 

The repeated suggestions about school furniture 
pass unheeded by most of the districts. Do furn- 
ish a dictionary and globe for your school-room, if 
no more. 

I will forego the usual criticism of the success 
or lack of it, of the several teachers usually made in 
these reports. Experience has convinced me that 
little good, and often much hurt come of it. It 
seems to your superintendent a much better way to 
invite correspondence with prudential committees 
respecting the qualifications of a teacher than to be 
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guided by the few sentences in the annual reports. 
I invite all those thus interested to correspond with 
me, and I will gladly assist both committees and 
teachers as far as able. 

The qualifications of the teachers and the gen- 
eral character of the schools has been an improve- 
ment on last year. Most of the teachers have been 
earnest and efficient and have kept good schools. 
There were three or four of superior qualifications 
and abilities, who are well worthy of high rank in 
the profession. 

The statistical table on page 20 condences the 
usual figures found in the annual reports, and also 
adds one or two ideas which will be of interest to 
all.

SUGAR HILL. 


The snmmer term of 10 weeks with 32 scholars, 
and the fall term of the higher department with 24 
scholars were taught by Miss Martha J. Cobb, of 
Littleton. Miss Cobb came highly recommended, 
and she more than met our large expectations; 
ranking in the opinoin of the committee, as a 
teacher of the first order. 

The opening of the fall term made it evident 
that there should be a division and grading of the 
scholars. Therefore, 18 were put in the primary 
department and Mrs. J. M. Quimby took charge of 
this school, a-term of ro weeks, which she suc- 
cessfully taught. The higher department 
of the winter term NUS Se weeks, 
with 31 scholars, was taught by Miss Emma C. 
Flanders; of Littleton. The closing examination 
was very satisfactory to the committee. 

The winter term of the primary of 11 weeks, 
with 20 scholars, was taught by Miss Sarah J. Dow. 
The progress of the primary scholars as well as 
those in the other department fully demonstrates 
the wisdom of the divission.
